Bom  of  Fire  -  Santorini,  the  San  Francisco  earth¬ 
quake,  Surtsey  in  Iceland  —  all  dramatic  evidence 
that  our  planet  is  alive.

Through  them  and  their 
work  we  learn  about  a  land  that,  in  many  ways,  has 
changed  little  since  the  time  of  the  pharaohs.

They  are  charged  with  the  obligation  of  publicly  exhi¬ 
biting  their  works  and  teaching  their  artistry  to 
apprentices. 


January  3

ancient,  baroque  and  modern  sacred  architecture. 
Narrated  by  Theodore  Morf. 


January  10 

Lions  of  the  African  Night  —  Darkness  descends  on 
the  African  bushveld,  and  the  night  comes  alive. 
Focusing  on  a  pride  of  30  lions,  the  film  captures 
the  sights  and  sounds  of  Africa  after  dark.  Baboons 
nestle  in  the  treetops  and  beetles  drum  out  mating 
calls.  As  dawn  returns,  the  lions  search  for  a  shady 
resting  spot,  and  the  other  animals  retreat  to  their 
burros,  holes,  and  dens. 


January  17 

Treasures  from  the  Past  —  Celebrate  the  arts  of 
restoration  and  preservation  as  Leonardo  da  Vinci’s 
“Last  Supper,”  a  Curtiss  “Jenny”  airplane,  a  carousel, 
a  tall  ship,  a  Duesenberg  car,  and  Leningrad’s  czarist 
palaces  are  rescued  from  oblivion. 


January  24 

The  Violent  Earth  —  One  of  the  most  awe-inspiring 
of  Earth’s  processes  is  that  of  the  erupting  volcano. 
Tour  several  active  volcanoes,  and  see  them  in  furious 
action,  blasting  boulders  into  the  air  like  pebbles  and 
belching  fiery  lava  —  a  sight  as  beautiful  as  it  is 
terrifying. 


January  31 

The  Grizzlies  —  Visit  the  Alaskan  wilderness  and 
Yellowstone  National  Park  to  learn  the  myths  and 
realities  about  grizzly  bears.  Look  at  the  problems 
that  arise  when  people  and  bears  must  share  the 
same  habitat. 


February  7 

Springfield  35mm  Camera  Club  presents  Utah,  The 
Beehive  State.  Utah  is  a  land  of  diverse  natural 
beauty  where  towering  mountains  contrast  with  vast 
alkali  deserts,  sparkling  lakes  with  geologic  formations 
and  fertile  valleys  with  red-rock  canyons.  Narrated  by 
A.  J.  and  Helen  Browning. 


February  14 

In  the  Shadow  of  Vesuvius  —  The  “flaming  mountain” 
it  is  called,  and  over  the  years  Vesuvius  has  earned 
its  name.  Join  scientists  for  a  look  at  ancient  Roman 
life  as  they  unravel  the  secrets  of  ruined  Herculaneum, 
buried  when  Vesuvius  erupted  in  A.D.  79.  And  visit 
present  day  citizens  of  Naples  and  Pozzuoli  who  live 
with  the  constant  threat  of  volcanic  disaster. 


February  21 

Australia’s  Animal  Mysteries  —  The  wonder  and 
mystery  of  unusual  creatures  inhabiting  the  island 
continent:  opossums  that  “fly,”  mammals  that  lay  eggs, 
and  frogs  that  brood  their  eggs  in  their  stomachs. 


February  28 

The  Great  Whales  —  Once  feared  and  hunted,  the 
whale  has  become  a  fascinating  subject  for  study. 
Whale  anatomy,  communication,  and  migration  pat¬ 
terns  are  the  subjects  of  this  informative  film. 


March  6 

Springfield  35mm  Camera  Club  presents  Journey 
Through  Eastern  Border  Lands.  A  three-week  tour 
through  the  edge  of  Eastern  Europe  and  into  Bavaria. 
A  view  of  an  ancient  countryside  blending  historic 
cultural  ties  and  twentieth-century  contrasts. 
Presented  by  John  and  Maxine  Nolan. 
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Mysteries  of  the  Mind  —  1  his  film  uses  computer 
graphics  and  a  unique  synapse  sculpture  to  examine 
the  structure  of  the  brain  and  unravel  some  of  its 
mysteries.
